This would also be a violation 
of the treaty demands to which Germany is entitled and which she cannot renounce 
under any circumstances, The German Government is forced to state with decpest 
recret that the resolution at hand does not take this view point into account, It 
has rather had to gather fron the work of the first period of the conference just 
past, in particular from the discussions of tho last few days, that these necess- 
ary prerequisites have not yet been understood and acknowledged by all govern- 
ments, The German government considers it possible that profitable work may be 
achieved in this obscurity concerning a basic question of the whole disarmament

Dear President, 


In the nane of the German Governient I have the honor to 
announce to you the followings 


In the doliberations of the General Comission precedin- tho accptance 
of tho roscluticn -f July 2878 of this year, tho chief of the Ger:an 
Delesaticn has oxplained the reasons which oblige tho German Govern:cnt to 
reject this resolution, He has thereby ie;^nstretod that in consideration of 
the positi.n of the deliberations of the C nference, the question of the 
equality of richts cf the disarned States cann t longer renain without a 
solution, For this reasan he has dcelared that the Gerran Government cannot 
take part in the further prooedincs of tho Conference, before a satisfactory 
Clarifiaation of the question of the equality of richts of Germany, 

The resolution however having been agreed, it is now clear that the future 
Disarmament Conventions will remain far behind the disarnra:ent reznlations 

of the Treaty of Versailles end that they will differ essentially fron 

this treaty with recari to the typo and method of disarnan ont. The question 
of the application of the future System with recard to Gormany has thereby 
Deere an immediate actuality. It is obvious that a settlement of the seperate 
concrete points of the disarmanent pkoblen is impossible without an answer fo 
that question. 


In the view of the German Govornueont there is only one solution to be 
considerod,.viz. that all States are su»Ject to the sane reculations and 
principles concerning disarnanent and that no exceptional ciscriudinatéiry 
System is valid for any Stato. Germany cannot be expected to participate in the 
conversations concerning the disarma:nont measures to be stipulated in the 
Oduventien, as long as it is not cermin that the soluticns agreed upon will 
also be applied to Germany. In order to reatizo the proviso for a future 
collaboration in the Conference as quickly as possible, the,German Government 
has roanwhilc nade efforts to bring about a elarifieation/the question of 
the equality of richts by diplomatic ticeans. Unfortunately it rust be aduitted 
that so far the Geran efforts have had no satisfactory rosults. Under these 
circuistances I regret to be obliged to inforr you that the Gerzan Govorn:ont 
cannot accept the invitation for the necting of the Excutive of tho 
Conference beginning Septenber 2let of this year. 
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The German Governnent continues to be convinced that a radical carrying out of 


general disarnanehkt is urgently nocessary in the interests of peace, It will 
follow the work of the Conference with interest and determine her future attitude 


in accordance with the proceedings of the Conference, Kindly aecopt, dear 
President, the assurance of ny high estoon.

Is it possible to bring the armament race to a standstill ین‎ a 
limitation and decrease of armaments aoolicabie to all states of t 
world, and to secure a decisive assurance of world peace with it, or 
will the peor les themselves determine the extent of their armauents 
in the future و‎ as well, and increase them to the utmost, without any 
obligation based on international treaties? 


The second question reads; How is the armament question to be 
regulated in the future for those states which are already disarmed, 
on the basis of the peace treaties? These states have an undeniable 
legal claim to the general disarmament, according to the standards 
and principles used on them. Will the disar.nanent conference Jead 

satisfiction of this claim, i.e. will the cthker peoples be 
wiliing to fulfil their obligation?

The German thesis remained the same during the cntire course 
of the conference. It stated disarmament of the highly armed states 
and German equality of rights. From the beginning on, it was very 
clearly emphasized by the German representatives that the aim of the 
German disarmament policy was the equalization of armaments between 
the disarmed and not yot disarmed states, and that Germany wanted to 
sce this equalization brought about by the reduction of tnc armaments 
of the states not yet disarmed, if possible, in order to avoid the 
necessity of increasing her own armament as much as possible. The 
German disarmament thesis therefore was in unison with the aims of 
the conference and with the financial, economic ana political needs 
of the world for which the result would be an esscntial reduction 
¥ of armaments, financial relicf, strengthening of confidence, and 
an improvement of the entire political situation. During the 
entire period of the negotiations, the German policy has romaine 
faithful to her initial attitude. She has supported all suggestions 
and motions which aimed at a real reduction of armament, and has 
ade such suggestions herself. She has opposed all attempts to 
evade disarmament. At the same time, she has again and again raised

"If the German Delegation has indroduced a few proposals of modification 
into the chapter of air arm ment, it was done under the conviction that 
especially here the public opinion of all ccuntries awaits from the Dis- 
armament Conference a really decisive step for liberating the world once and 
for all from the nightmare of air-wor. 


l4 years heve passed since Germ-ny destroyed her entire Bu war material, 

nanely 15 700 airplanes, 2 700 motors ^nd 547 airplane-hangars. This dis- 
armament was me:nt to represent the firs step toward a genera al disarmament, 
that is to say the other States were supposed to follow this example and 
likewise destroy their air armament. at that tine already 14 years ago,the 
air force was also considered an especially offensive war instrument, It was 
recognized that air bombardment as principal weapon of the airplane would 
terribly menace the existence of every civilized nation, for without any 
distinction it would i-e y soldiers 2nd coinbatents as well as women and 
children,-and also milita y te irgcts as well as most important cultural objects. 
Therefore at that time it 1 was deemed necessary that complete destruction of 
every militory oir transport would be the انث‎ and indispensable means of 
ei -Lectively eliminating the terrible  vyfensive power of the zir force. ie 
regret that other countries despite this ESS did not by any ..cans 
de Med their air-armament iss the past 14 yers.

base their decisions on political roalities, 

In its sincere will for posco the Germen Governnent desires now, as 
ever before, to cone to an understending on disarnanent questions with 
the other countries. But it has zivon up hope of an agreement based 
ona substantial reduction in arnanent by the highly srmed countries. 
^o continue one demand for general disarmanent, but unfortunately we nust 
confirn that ət the present time it cannot bo roalized, The experience 
cf the past cight years has clearly proved thet the highly—arned countries, 
particulary France, are not Willing to really 38+ Unfortunately 
therefore the fact of the unwillineness to cisern as hitherto shown by 
the highly arned countries 
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must be thc sterting point for further conferences, The demands which 
we must advocate under these circumstances are extrcuoly moderate. 

They aim at a minimum of defensive military sceurity for Germany which, 
considering the enormous armament of its neighbors, ec^n^ot lic foregone.
